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Is Media Activism a Contradiction in Terms?

"Is Media Activism a Contra- 
diction in Terms?" was the title of a 
guest-lecture given by Judy Rebick 
Tuesday, February 29, at one o'clock. 
Rebick is the host of CBC 
Vwsworld's women's discussion 
program Straight from the Hip, as 
well as a regular commentator on 
CBC TV's Sunday Report and CBC 
radio. She is also a columnist for Elm 
Street Magazine, London Free Press, 
and CBC Online. She is well known 
as the co-host of the nightly debate 
show Face Off. 

Judy Rebick was introduced 
by Sociology professor Gary Kins- 
man, who knew Rebick as a social 
activist in 1971, advocating a hous- 
ing for students program. Rebick was 
also influential in the coalition for 
abortion clinics which took place ten 
years later. Rebick began the lecture 
by sharing her experiences in the pro- 
choice movement. 

Rebick explained that in 1 98 1 , 
abortion was considered a forbidden 
issue. Although it was legal, there 
were restricted circumstances and 
prolonged procedures. Women's 
groups began to fight to change the 
law. Rebick became of a leader in the 
movement because she had what she 
jokingly referred to as a "big mouth". 

She also had a significant un- 
derstanding of the media, which ena- 



bled her, and the movement, to over- 
come significant obstacles. The im- 
portant difficulties Rebick encoun- 
tered included the poor visibility of 
female leaders and the moral view 
the pro-life groups held. As well, the 
fight was complicated by the fact that 
abortion was not illegal in Canada, 
but unrealistically restrictive, mak- 
ing it more difficult to gain emotional 
support. 

Rebick analyzed the skills she 
used to improve her position and gain 
support for her cause, through the 
media. She stated that much work 
was needed to prepare catch phrases 
and sound bites for the media to use. 
She also spoke of the need to "culti- 
vate" the media, by getting to know 
reporters and gain their sympathies 
and understandings. 

Rebick emphasized that tne 
most important tool to use in rela- 
tions with the media was simply truth 
and accuracy. This concept was the 
key to success with the mainstream 
media. Rebick shared two stories in 
which these strategies were benefi- 
cial in her pro-choice battle. 

At one point in her crusade, 
she met serious opposition from the 
Catholic Church, which mobilized 
demonstrations to shut down the To- 
ronto abortion clinic. The Church's 
tactic enhanced the moral element of 
the issue, but Rebick did not want to 



appear anti-Catholic in her response. 

After careful preparation and 
consideration, Rebick and her sup- 
porters decided to argue that the 
Catholic Church's display was ex- 
tremely intrusive, imposing their re- 
ligion on public policy. The implica- 
tion of a perversion of the fundamen- 
tal separation of church and state 
gained incredible support. At a rally 
in Queen's Park, 12,000 people dem- 
onstration on behalf of democracy, 
as well as pro-choice. 

Another memorable incident 
involved an accusation by the Chief 
of Police against the abortion doctor, 
Dr. Morgantaler, of abusing a pa- 
tient. Pressed for time to deliver a 
comment to a reporter, Rebick sim- 
ply responded by stating that the doc- 
tor had a good reputation and the 
accusation was not likely, Rebick's 
word was considered more believ- 
able than the Police Chiefs, because 
of her value for truth and accuracy. 

Rebick concluded her lecture 
recognizing that mainstream media 
today is more hostile towards advo- 
cacy groups.dismissing them as trivi- 
alities. Yet, the media is the only 
effective forum through which to 
communicate with the masses; it is 
impossible to win an important social 
struggle without popular appeal to 
them. 

Rebick referred to the power 



of alternative media. She argued that 
The Internet gave advocacy groups 
an alternate medium through which 
to reach an audience, but the audi- 
ence needs to make the effort to ac- 
cess the information. 

Judy Rebick was confident 
that despite the prevalent biases of 
the media, it was still possible to get 
a social message across. She pointed 
to the case of the spokesperson for 
the Canadian Federation of Students 
who effectively delivered his criti- 
cisms of the federal budget that was 
carried by the media, being concise 
and to-the-point. The message has to 
suit the medium. 

At the end of the lecture, 
Rebick answered questions posed by 
some of the nearly one hundred at- 
tendants. One person asked ho w po v - 
erty issues could be addressed through 
the media. Rebick acknowledged the 
difficulty of this task in an atmos- 
phere that blames the poor for their 
predicaments. But, she affirmed that 
personal stories were effective tools. 

She pointed to the example of 
a twelve -year-old girl who articu- 
lated her story of poverty. She also 
referred to dramatization of the gap 
between the rich and the poor given 
by one social group to patrons of an 
expensive hotel. These harsh reali- 
ties were considered powerful tools. 

Another question asked by a 



student concerned the paradox of us- 
ing television as an active medium. 
Rebick responded by acknowledging 
that it was rare fortelevision tochange 
the opinions of its listeners. How- 
ever, she asserted her belief that per- 
sonal experiences of "real people" 
gave a voice to many who felt they 
were unheard. 

Rebick also responded to a 
question that asked her to comment 
on the value of campus and commu- 
nity media. She expressed their im- 
portance in providing a training 
ground for aspiring journalists, 
sustaining the "lifeblood" of the com- 
munity, and establishing an alterna- 
tive medium from the mainstream. 
She stated that the elimination of these 
channels has the potential for demor- 
alization of many causes. 

Throughout her lecture and her 
responses, Judy Rebick elaborated 
on the biases and monopolies of the 
mainstream media. Yet, she affirmed 
the potential for the media to be used 
effectively to address social issues. 
Henee, media and activism are not 
contradictory. 

Judy Rebick 's visit to Lauren- 
tian coincided with the launch of her 
new book Imagine Democracy, which 
will be published in March 2000. The 
book advocates profound changes to 
government and institutions in the 
name of participatory democracy.

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Laurentian Professor to Aid 
Malawi Project

Maria Minna, Canada's Min- 
ister for International Cooperation, 
has announced that the Canadian In- 
ternational Development Agency 
(CIDA) will award Laurentian Uni- 
versity $360,000 to conduct a study 
on the agriculture of the African coun- 
try of Malawi. The funding will in- 
crease the current budget of the 
agrobiodiversity project in Malawi 
to $1,000,000. 

The country of Malawi is lo- 
cated in Southeastern Africa. It is 
south of Tanzania and bordered by 
Zambia, Zimbabwe, and Mozam- 
bique. Nearly one-fifth of its area is 
water. With over 1 1 million people, 
the small country has one of the high- 
est population densities in Africa. 

Malawi's primary resource is 
agriculture. Its principle crops in- 
clude corn, sugarcane, fruits, vegeta- 
bles, and peanuts. Despite its abun- 
dance of crops, many of Malawi's 
people are malnourished. Over 60% 
of the population is below the pov- 
erty line. Hence, the need to develop 
a better system of farming in the 
country. 

The project will be headed by 
Dr. KabweNkongoloof Laurentian's 
Biology Department. Nkongolo has 
expertise in the fields of genetic engi- 
neering and crop improvement, hav- 
ing participated in other agriculture 




biodiversity projects in Malawi, in 
the past. 

Laurentians 
Agrobiodiversity Project has several 
objectives. Among them are goals to 
enhance the agricultural knowledge 
and build innovative systems in the 
area, and to assess nutritional and 
anti-nutritional elements of cultivated 
fruits and vegetables, in association 
with the various methods of contain- 
ing and preparing these foods. 

As well, the project intends to 
develop improved varieties of maize, 
sorghum, and cowpea. Dr. Nkongolo 
explains that he intends to develop 
crops that will be resistant to droughts 
and insects, and will also contain 
optimum nutritional value. 

Another important aspect of 
the project is its goal to "improve 
health and living conditions of women 



in Malawi". 70% of the full-time 
farmers in the country are women. 
The project will promote the partici- 
pation of women in utilizing and de- 
veloping the new crops, thus empow- 
ering them with decision-making ca- 
pacities. 

The Agrobiodiversity Project 
will encourage the participation of 
farmers (both male and female) and 
government in order to ensure that 
the needs of the country are met and 
that the project's recommendations 
are implemented. 

In addition to the use of im- 
proved varieties of crops, the project 
hopes to achieve gender equality in 
public policies and promote wom- 
en's roles in land access, technology, 
and marketing. If the project is a 
success, it will serve as a model for 
other initiatives on the continent.

SuperBuild Super? 



A few weeks ago, Dianne 
Cunningham, Minister of Training, 
Colleges and Universities, announced 
the launch of the Ontario govern- 
ment's SuperBuild initiative. The 
project will invest $660 million to 
renovate and expand post-secondary 
institutions in the province. 

Last week, Cunningham vis- 
ited universities across Ontario, an- 
nouncing their share of the funding. 
At Carleton University, in Ottawa, 
Cunningham pledged $47 million, 
which will be used to expand the 
facility to accomodate an additional 
6,100 students. The University will 
also use the money to build an addi- 
tion to the Health Sciences Building 
and expand the School of Informa- 
tion Technology and Engineering 
Building. 

At the University of Western 
Ontario, in London, $5 1 million was 
set aside to expand its classroom 
space (for 4,600 students) and build a 
new Centre for Excellence in Manu- 
facturing. At the University of Wa- 
terloo, $37 million was designated to 
renovate the Laurier Library, and to 
add and expand its Centre for Envi- 
ronmental and Information Technol- 
ogy, as well as it s Co-operative Edu- 
cation Centre. It will also create 3,500 
new student spaces. 

At every stop on her cam- 
paign, Cunningham promoted the 
value of SuperBuild . She affirmed, 
"SuperBuild investments will help 
revitalize our colleges and universi- 
ties so that Ontario students receive 
the high-quality education they de- 
serve. This is much more than an 
announcement about bricks and mor- 
tar - it is an investment in Ontario's 
future." 



The Council of Ontario Uni- 
versities (COU) celebrated the gov- 
ernment's initiative. COU Chair, Paul 
Davenport remarked, "This will make 
a powerful difference to the future of 
the young people of Ontario who will 
be seeking opportunities to attend 
our colleges and universities." 

Davenport added, "In the com- 
ing years, we will face a major in- 
crease in the number of students who 
will want to attend Ontario's univer- 
sities, and this is the kind of bold 
initiative that will help ensure that 
there will be a place for each of them. 
Government has taken an important 
step in demonstrating its commit- 
ment that there w ill be room for every 
qualified and motivated student on 
our campuses." 

It is estimated that over the 
next decade, enrollment increases will 
be as large as 90,000. In a few years, 
universities will experience the ef- 
fects of the "double cohort" of gradu- 
ating high school students, which will 
result from the elimination of O AC. 
This group of students means that 
33,500 additional students will enroll 
in one year. 

SuperBuild is expected to 
assist universities and colleges in 
meeting the greater demand of more 
students. COU President, Ian Clark is 
proud of the cooperative relationship 
universities have had in plans in the 
project. The COU is "heartened" by 
indications that universities and col- 
leges will have access to future 
SuperBuild investments. 

Davenport stated, "We have 
an opportunity to equip Ontario stu- 
dents with the knowledge and skills 
for the knowledge-based economy, 
to place our universities in a position 
to compete with those in other juris- 



dictions, and to contribute toward 
our Government's vision to make 
this province one of the world's lead- 
ing jurisdictions to live, work, and 
raise a family." 

But, where the COU zealously 
praises the government's efforts, the 
CFS (Canadian Federation of Stu- 
dents) is sceptical. Joel Harden, On- 
tario Chairperson of the CFS re- 
sponded to the project by stating, 
"Unless the building funds are ac- 
companied by additional money to 
cover the costs of the new programs 
and additional faculty, there can be 
little doubt that these expenses will 
be passed on to the students in the 
form of increasing tuition fees." 

With rising tuition fees and 
student debt, Harden wonders if the 
new buildings will "simply be 
upscaled facilities for well-to-do stu- 
dents". Harden argues, "With an ag- 
ing infrastructure, the costs associ- 
ated with maintaining current build- 
ings can only increase, and without 
significant new money coming from 
the government, again these expenses 
will translate intohigher tuition fees." 

In order for SuperBuild to be 
a success, Harden maintains, "the 
Ontario government must immedi- 
ately provide $600 million to go to- 
ward outstanding maintenance costs 
forexisting facilities, restore the $400 
million cut in 1996-1997 and an- 
nounce a freeze on tuition fees." 

The contradictory responses 
to the SuperBuild indicate that the 
project may not be as "super" as it 
claims. While the COU enthusiasti- 
cally endorses the initiative as a great 
asset to universities and students, the 
CFS is dissatisfied with the limited 
scope of the project.

ACFAS-Sudbury 

Andre Duquette 2000 Scholarship 

Tuesday, February 15, Laurentian University and the local section 
of the Association canadienne-francaise pour 1'avancement des sciences 
(ACFAS-Sudbury - the French-Canadian Association for the Promotion 
of Sciences) presented the ACFAS-Sudbury-Andre Duquette 2000 
Scholarship. It was awarded to Joanne St. Denis, a speech-pathology 
student at Laurentian University from the Timmins area. 

Valued at $500, the ACFAS-Sudbury-Andre Duquette Scholar- 
ship is awarded annually to a Franco-Ontarian student registered in 
Laurentian University's Master's Program in speech pathology and who 
pursued his or her studies in French at the primary, secondary, and 
university levels. The Scholarship encourages the scholarship winner to 
work in French in Northern Ontario. 

The award of the scholarship is based on the following criteria: 
academic record, knowledge of the speech pathology needs of 
Francophones living in Northern Ontario, as well as volunteer contribu- 
tions in speech language pathology clinics and community organizations. 
Also considered is the potential impact of the student's research project 
on the delivery of french-language pathology services in the area. 

The Scholarship is awarded by Laurentian's Financial Aid Office 
according to the recommendation of the President of ACFAS-Sudbury, 
the Vice-President Academic (Francophone Affairs), and Dr. Georges 
Duquette, creator of the scholarship and professor in Laurentian's School 
of Education. With the presentation of this award, ACFAS-Sudbury 
wishes to promote the talent of Franco-Ontarians.

Any student out 
there can see why I was outraged. I 
was told I would get the money, then 
I didn't get a single penny. So in- 
stead of just sitting back, I wrote a 
letter. 

This edition of Lambda had 
to go to the press on Tuesday after- 
noon, so responses were not in at the 
time of publication. I did however 
have conversations with a few de- 
partments around the school who 
were more than willing to help me. 

One thing I would like to 
point out though is that one level of 
administration responded with the 
statements "we don't need this shit 
today" and "he can come discuss it 
with me, but it won't get him any- 
where". How mature is that? The 



letter, as you can see to the right, is an 
inquisitive letter into the nature of 
the refunds. I will admit that I was 
pissed off when I wrote the letter, but 
I had a right to be. 

I sent the letter to many dif- 
ferent levels of administration and 
all student associations. Many were 
glad that this issue is being brought 
forward . Others asked me to pull the 
letter from publication and write a 
retraction. I don't know who taught 
them about publishing, but you can't 
write a retraction without first pub- 
lishing the article. Why does the 
school want this letter squashed so 
much? They claim it is full of false 
statements, but how does a letter 
asking for answers contain false state- 
ments?

Students are signing up 
for a program, and like me, they may 
not be informed as to where their 
10% refund will go. I promise next 
week I will have the outright answers 
as to why myself and others did not 
get their money. The answer may be 
simple, it may be complex, but right 
now all I am saying is that I want an 
answer. 

Please take the time and read 
my letter as it may help explain this 
situation further. Also, any other stu- 
dents who have had this problem, 
please feel free to contact Lambda or 
your student association for more 
help.

To SHOW/POPA Program & Laurentian University 
Treasury Office, 

I am writing this open letter to both your offices to inform you that 
as a participant in the SHOW/POPA Program, I am outraged at the outright 
disregard for my, and other students' money. 

Many people like myself took part in the SHOW/POPA Programs 
for two reasons; 1 ) to help new students orient themselves on Laurentian's 
Campus, and 2) to receive a 10% refund on our tuition. Everyone believed 
this to be a great way to save money on tuition, but as of this week we were 
proven wrong. 

The choice of Laurentian University to send our refunds to our 
respective loan centres is ridiculous! First, no where in the literature on the 
SHOW/POPA Program was there ever anything stating that our refunds 
would be handled this way. Also, for Laurentian to decide to do what they 
want with money that is not theirs could result in more problems than just 
upset students. 

On three different occasions the Liaison Office told me on the phone 
that cheques were being sent out to students. I was assured that the money 
was in the mail, but you seemed to have left out where it was being sent. 
Students like myself have budgeted their money thinking that this money 
was coming to them. A refund of $376.50 (which is what I was supposed to 
receive) will cover one month's rent, food and maybe a bill or two. Without 
this money students are once again scrambling to make it through the year. 

I figured that Laurentian University had more sense than this. I 
thought the Ontario Government had done a good job screwing the students 
with the Millennium Scholarships, but now our own University, the school 
we trust, turns around and does the exact same thing. This refund will not 
lower our debt load as it is just a small payment towards money that will be 
forgiven anyway. Students need all the money they can get, and this money 
should have, and should still be given directly to the students. 

A refund, as defined in Webster's Encyclopedic Dictionary is "to 
pay back (money spent)., to reimburse (someone)... to make repayment." 
Since it is I, and the students who pay their tuition, be it with loans or with 
our own money, we pay in the end meaning that a repayment would go to 
the person paying... the student. 

As Editor In Chief of Lambda Publications, and a recipient of the so- 
called refund, I plan to launch a full out investigation into the SHOW/POPA 
Program, for not only myself, but every student who did not receive the 
money they are owed. The money is not, and never was yours to mess with. 
I expect that you will do what you can to rectify this problem and not only 
let the students participating in the program for the up coming year know 
what will happen with their money, but I also expect to see my money, and 
the student's money come to them in the form of a proper refund, be it cash 
or cheque. This is our money, and we will do with it as we please!

Amadou Diallo

Geez, it sure has been a long 
day. Twelve hours of selling CDs as 
a street vendor in New York City can 
take a lot out of a guy. It is already 
past midnight and I have not had 
anything to eat yet. 

That reminds me, I am kind of 
hungry. I wonder where I should go 
to eat. I will just stop by at home for 
a few minutes and relax for a bit. 
Then I'll head out for a bite to eat. 

Ah. Here we are. Home sweet 
home. Now, where are my keys? Not 
in this pocket. Hmm. Nope, that's 
my wallet. 

At this point in his young life, 
Amadou Diallo received 19 bullet 
wounds when four police officers, all 
"white" (whatever that means), fired 
41 rounds at him. This "black" (I 
prefer the term human), West Afri- 
can, law-abiding immigrant died mo- 
ments later. 

At first I contemplated writ- 
ing an article bemoaning police bru- 
tality and complaining about injus- 
tice.

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Le Sommet de la jeunesse de Bouchard tourne au vinaigre

La semaine passee, le 
gouvernementde Lucien Bouchard a 
tenu son Sommet de la jeunesse, 
promis pendant l'election de l'an 
passe. Mais le sommet a tout de suite 
tourne au vinaigre lorsque qulque 
700 manifestants se sont presentes a 
la grande ouverture au Grand Theatre 
a Quebec. 

Les manifestants, venant des 
communautes jeunesse et etudiante, 
ont franchi les barrieres erigees par la 
police devant le Grand Theatre. 
Lorsque les six officiers presents ont 
essaye de repousser la foule, les 
manifestants se sont mis a ebranler 
une marquise, l'arachant de ses 
etancons, et a frapper les vitres avec 
des batons et des coups de poings. 
Les officiers, ayant l'air depasse, ont 
fait appel a l'escouade anti-emeute 
de la police de la ville de Quebec. 

Quelques moments plus tard, 



les officiers ont repousse les 
manifestants et ont recouri a leurs 
batons, atteignant meme un 
cameraman de CBC et un joumaliste 
de la radio. Ensuite est venu la gaz 
lacrymogene. Les manifestants, 
dont des douzaines portaient des fou- 
lards et des masques pour se cacher le 
visage, sont descendu sur un pare 
avoisinnant pour seregrouperet pour 
tomber de nouveau sur les policiers, 
faisant pleuvoir des projectiles sur 
les officiers, a voir meme les canistres 
de gaz lacrymogeenes dont ils avaient 
ete victimes eux-memes. On lancait 
des roches, des morceaux de glace et 
de bois et deux cocktails Molotovs. 
Lynn Jacques, un porte-pa- 
role pour la police de Quebec, a dit 
que les officiers etaient obliges a 
repousser les manifestants lorsque 
ces derniers ont franchi les barri- 
cades de securit£s qui avaient ete 
eYigees. II a affirme, cependant, que 




la police avait recu de 1 'information a 
l'effet que les manifestants, dont 
beaucoup sont venu en autobus de 
Montreal, avaient l'intention 
d'assieger le Grand Theatre. 

Selon Charles Sainte-Marie, 
un organisateur de la manifestation, 
e'etait tres violent. "C'est une provo- 
cation par la police, dit-il. C'est ainsi 
que M. Bouchard r6plique a la 
jeunesse de la province, en envoyant 
l'escouade anti-emeute." 

Les manifestants etaient en 
colere contre le gouvernement 
Bouchard apres un reportage selon 
lequel Bouchard et le ministre de 
l'education avaient rencontre des 
hommes d'affaires a Montreal 
dimanche pour un diner au filet mi- 
gnon pour discuter du sommet. 
Bouchard aurait convaincu les 
hommes d'affaires de participer a un 
fond de jeunesse de 300 millions de 
dollars, fonds qui seraient concu selon 
lemodeledeFonds 
de la Lutte contre 
la pauvrete, qui 
termine cette 
| annee. Autre grain 
de sable dans la 
coquille des 
manifestants 
moins de 37 pour 
cent des partici- 
pants au sommet 
avaient moins de 
30 ans. 

La deuxieme 
journee du sommet 
n'a pas €\i mieux. 
Quoique les mani- 



festations 6taient moins 
violentes, le sommet 
meme souffrait. Tous les 
intervenants 6taient 
d 'accord qu'il fallait une 
infusion importante en 
education, mais, lorsqu 'ils 
sont sortis d'une session 
de deux heures ahuit-clos, 
les discussions avaient 
termine' sans avoir accom- 
pli quoique ce soit. 

Stephane Martel 
d'environnement 
Jeunesse a dit que e'etait 
la fin de la neuvieme 
manche avec deux re traits.

Organise par CAP Jeunesse, une coa-

Une lectrice nous demande de 
commenter la nuance entre ces deux 
termes dont l'orthographe ne se 
differencie que par l'avant-derniere 
lettre. 

Comme leurforme le suggere, 
ces deux mots sont voisins du terme 
origine (lat. origo inis, « source » 
e'est-a-dire la race, les debuts, la 
naissance. Origine! et original sont 
des derives tardifs du latin originalis 
et les deux adjectifs ont servi, dans la 
religion, aqualifierle pecheoriginel- 
original, e'est-a-dire « qui existe des 
l'origine ». Pendant que originel 
conservait son emploi religieux et 
son sens de « qui vient de l'origine », 
comme dans l'expression « le sens 
originel d'un mot », 1'adjectif origi- 
nal, pour sa part, a pris des sens 
particuliers dans le domaine des arts 
ecrits et pictoraux.

The rest of the support- 
ing cast all did a great job, with the 
exception of Rosanna Arquette. Her 
incredibly fake French-Canadian ac- 
cent was atrocious at the very best.
